EXPLANATORY"  NOTES  REGARDING  PRICES  QUOTED  ABOVE : 

*The  prices  per  pound  of  butter  fat  quoted  in  the  third  column  of  this  table  refer  to 
the  allowances  per  hundredweight  of  milk  made  for  variations  in  tests  from  the  butter- 
fat  standard  applying  to  the  basic  price  for  whole  milk  given  in  the  first  column. 
Where  two  figures  are  given  for  the  same  market,  the  upper  figure  represents  the  de- 
duction made  for  milk  testing- less  than  the  basic  standard  indicated  and  the  lower 
figure  represents  the  premium  allowed  for  milk  testing  above  that  standard,    (a)  Pro- 
ducers '  prices  for  milk  delivered  to  country  stations.    The  cost  to  the  dealers  of 
milk  delivered  f.o.b.  city  varies  according  to  differences  in  transportation  costs 
from  various  shipping  points. 

(b)  Prices  are  quoted  to  producers  for  milk  delivered  f.o.b.  city,  and  therefore 
j.rices  to  producers  vary  in  this  market  according  to  differences  in  transportation 
costs  from  various  shipping  stations  to  the  city  where  the  milk  is  distributed. 

Where  both  (a)  and  (b)  prices  are  quoted  for  the  same  market  the  f.o.b.  city 
price  reported  applies  to  direct  shipment  from  farm  to  city,  or,  since  the  transporta-

•ity,  it  represents  only  the  average  cost  of  milk  to  some  dealers. 

Co)  Practically  all  or  the  greater  portion  of  the  market  milk  supply  of  this  city  is 
reported  to  be  furnished  by  the  local  producers  who  distribute  their  own  supply  and 
therefore  there  is  no  well  established  basic  wholesale  price  quotation  in  this  market. 

(d)  The  quantities  of  milk  that  dealers  in  this  market  have  obligated  themselves  to 
accept  at  the  given  price  may  not  exceed  a  definitely  stipulated  percentage  of  in- 
crease over  a  low  production  month  of  the  year. 

(e)  .The  reported  price  does  not  apply  to  surplus  quantities  of  milk  that  are  converted 
into  manufactured  dairy  products.

Quoted  per  point  of  butter- 
fat  in  a  gallon  or  a  hundredweight  of  natural  milk  and  therefore  the  price  per  quart 
or  hundredweight  of  milk  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  allowance  per  point  or  per 
pound  butterfat  by  a  number  corresponding  to  the  butter  fat  test.    The  price  per 
quart  as  quoted  in  the  first  column  of  this  table  was  obtained  by  multiplying  the  al- 
lowance per  pound  of  butterfat  given  in  the  third  column  by  3  5  ("Unless  a  different 
test  is  given)  and  dividing  by  46.5  (the  approximate  number  of  quart's  in  a  cwt.  of
